TAMPA, An 26.—W. G. Dy- 


gert of Greenwood, III., arrived here 
this afternoon from Cuba, where he 
has just been released from prison. 
He has been confined two months 
exactly. Dygert left Tampa February 
13 without getting a passport. He 
went into Havana on February 23. He 
was arrested in the province of Ha- 
vana and placed in prison in Guines. 
The only charge against him was that 
a Spanish soldier found an old gun 


near the place where he was arrested: 


It was of very ancient make, and no 


cartridges are now made to fit its very 


yellow calibre. He was given several 
so-called examinations. Permission to 


write to friends or the United States 


Consul was refused, but when he was 
searched the soldiers failed to discover 
several hundred dollars. in paper manny 
eoncealed on his person. 

Soon after his he 
bribed a guard to report his case to 
the American Consul, paying 220. $80 
to be paid on receipt of information that 
the case had been reported. On March 
20 the guard handed him a plece of 
Spanish newspaper, from which he 
learned that the case had been reported. 
On March 28 Consul Williams notified 
him his release had been requested. 

-April 23 he was carried to Havana 
and taken before a judge at 9 o’clock at 
night and informed that if he would 
sign a paper written in Spanish he 
would be released, but he refused. Con- 
sul Williams came down about 10 
o'clock and his release was effected. 
Dygert says that during the time he 
was in prison he was confined in a 
room about 16x18 feet. Twenty-two 
other prisoners were in the same room. 
The drinking water was awful and kept 
him sick most of the time. The food 
Was scarce and of a decidedly poor 
quality. 

Dygert is a placer miner from Idaho, 
and Was simply out to see the South 
during the winter months when 
he could not work. After he ar- 
rived in this city he decided to see 
something of the tropics and con- 
cluded to go to Cuba, and did not care 
to experience the delay necessary to get 
a passport. He will lay his case before 
the State Department and ask that 
action be taken as soon as possible for

the former. There may be spasmodic 
efforts to get up other measures, but 
| the probabilities are that nothing else 
of any general importance will receive 
attention. Certainly nothing will be 
taken up which will lead to general 
debate if the Committee on Anpropria- 
tions can control the order of busi- 


ness. 

It is expected that there will be an 
effort on the part of Senator Gorman 
and other Senators to amend the 
Naval Bill so as to provide for the con- 
struction of only two battleships in- 
stead of four, as the bill provides. 
There is also an element in the Senate 
favorable to increasing the number to 
six. It is therefore expected that this 
bill will develop considerable debate. 

The River and Harbor Bill will un- 
doubtedly be made the subject of se- 
vere attack by Senator White and 
others who stand with him on the 
Southern California deep-water ques- 
tion, unless there is a change of the 
present decision of the committee, 
which is in favor of Santa Monica. A 
large majority of the Senators, almost 
all of them, in fact, now regard early 
adjournment as quite definitely. de- 
termined upon. If the Democrats and 
Populists ever had any idea of at- 
tempting to prolong the session be- 
yond the national convention, they ap- 
pear to have given it up, and few of 
them now fix the date beyond the Ist 
of June.

THE TREASURY DEFICIT. 

WASHINGTON, April 26. — The 
Treasury deficit for thé fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1896, will be approximately 
$25,000,000. This is the opinion cf offi- 
cials and others best qualified to make 
an intelligent estimate of the result of 
the fiscal operations of the year. In 
his annual estimates sent to Congress 
at the beginning of the present session, 
the Secretary of the Treasury esti- 
mated the receipts from the customs 
during the fiscal year at $172,000,000. 
So far, with nearly ten months of the 
year gone, the customs receipts have 
reached about $137,000,000, with a fair 
prospect of increasing to $165,000,000 by 
the close of the year. The estimate 
of the receipts from internal revenues 
sources was $158,000,000. Up to this time 
they have reached $120,000,000, and. it 
is expected the figure for the completed 


ceipts from miscellaneous sources are 
expected to slightly eae the esti- 
mates of $15,000,000, ing the total 
receipts for the year about $327,000,000. 

The Secretary’s estimate of the year’s 
expenditures was $362,000,000, which, 
according to his figures, would leave 
a deficiency of $17,000,000. The actual 
expenditures, however, it is now 
thought, will gregate about $352,- 
000,000, or $10,000, less than Carlisle’s 
estimate in December last, so the defi- 
cit at the close of the year, it is be- 
Plieved, will not show any very ma- 
terial variation from Saturday’s fig- 
ures, $25,162,423. This makes the total 
deficit for the three fiscal years end- 
ing June 30, 1896, $136,861,812. 

The Secretary’s estimates at the time 
they were made were believed by those 
of long experience in the department 
to be extremely conservative. The re- 
ceipts from both customs and internal 
revenue sources, however, have been 
surprisingly low, and there does not 
seem to be any immediate prospect of 
material improvement. j

DENVER, April 26.— The Anctent 
Order of Hibernians attended services 
in a body at St. Mary’s Cathedral in 
this city today.

But the Catholic church has at all 
times respected this—it has all duly — 
constituted governments. We who pro- 
fess belief in the Church of Christ are 
at all times conscious of the great re- 
sponsibility involved in our own citi- 
zenship and are ever mindful that we 
must answer to our Creator for the 
manner in which we conduct ourselves 
es neighbors of the community. God 
has sent men to rule over this society in 
which we live. These men ruled by the 
will of God through the people; they ex- 
ercise a power from on high; a power | 
we cannot disregard or disobey without 
rendering ourselves displeasing to the 
Creator. Therefore, if there be a prin- 
ciple among the citizens of this great 
government in whom there is to be 


found a high and holy motive; to be 


true to the motives of citizenship. that 
people is the Roman Catholic. Hence, 
I say, but not by way of apology, that 
to every institution of this government, 
to its executive, to its judicial, to its 
legislative, to its educational depart- 
ments, we give at all times a most cor- 
dial assent and support.

Firebugs | Sought to 
Loot the Town. 


Wanted the Coin of the First 
National Bank. 


The Flames All Originated Near 
That Institution. 


Gambling-houses Also Robbed of 

. Money—Extra Police Patrolling 

the Town—Work of Rebuilld- 
ing Began—The Losers. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
CRIPPLE CREEK, (Colo.,) April 26. 
—(Special Dispatch.) Chief of Police 
Marshall said tonight that almost posi- 
tive evidence had been secured that 
yesterday’s fire was of incendiary or- 
igin, and that the town was set on fire 
for the purpose of plunder. The First 
National Bank had on deposit over 
$100,000, and it is believed the gang had 
this institution selected for robbery 
during the excitement. . 
The fire broke out in several places 
at about the same time, and all on the 
windward side of the bank. This led 
to confusion at first in settling where 
the flames originated. The scheme evi- 
dently included the plundering of the 
gambiing-houses also, and in this it 
Was successful, for it is affirmed that 
with one or two exceptions, money was 
missing from their cash registers after 
the fire. 
Chief Marshall tonight admitted that 
he knew of the existence of a gang of 
firebugs in the city. Tonight the town 
is patrolled by an extra force of police, 
and. several suspects have been closely 
questioned by the Chief, but with what 
result is not known. A general raid on 
the lower classes is impossible on ac- 
count of lack of jail facilities. ;

JACKSON’S TRIAL. 


Policy of the Defense is to Rely on 
Errors. 
(BY TED PRESS WIRB.) 

CINCINNATI (O.) April 26.—The 
trial of Scott Jackson at Newport, Ky., 
has consumed five days. Fifty-two 
witnesses have been examined. The 
prosecution has about twelve more to 
examine. Among these are the negro, 
George H. Jaekson, who claims to have 
driven the cab that took the murderers 
to the spot where Pearl Bryan's body 
was found. | 

Chester Mullen, the man who rented 
the cab that was gone all night of 
Friday, January 31, will be’ another 
witness. Col. Deitsch, chief of the Cin- 
cinnati police, who made several exam- 
inations of Jackson and Walling in pri- 


vate as well as in public, will be exam- 


fined. Will Wood, the friend of Jack- 
son and the cousin of Pearl Bryan, ‘will 
be called and subjected no doubt to a 
fierce ordeal of cross-examination, in 
connection with certain affidavits in the 
hands of the defense as to his admis- 
sions in Greencastle and Indianapolis 
of improper relations with the dead 
girl, extending from early in 1895. 

It is thought that the policy of the 
defense will be not to make a strong 
resistance, but to rely upon chances of 
error upon taking it up to the Court 
of Appeals. Others think the defense 
will exert itself to the utmost. The de- 
fense will attempt to impeach the tes- 
timony of Will Wood and George H. 
Jackson, should the latter repeat the 
story made by him and published sev- 
eral weeks ago. George H. Jackson 


will probably be examined tomorrow. 


It is not likely that Will Wood will be 


-recalled until wanted by the defense 


to answer questions more explicity in 
regard to certain depositions. 

The week promises to abound in the 
most startling testimony of the trial.

MINING NOTES. 


Official figures giving the production 
of gold and silver in California during 
the year 1895 have been compiled by 
Mint Statistician Yale. They show that 
the mining industry of the State is 
in a healthy condition. What is more 
gratifying still, it appears from them 
that the value of the gold product of 
last year was about $1,500,000 greater 
than that of the year before, which 
was regarded as a very prosperous 
one. To summarize the results, it may 
be stated that the gold output of 1895 
was $15,334,317.69, and that of silver 
$599,789.70—an exact total of $15,934,- 
107.39. The gold increase of 1895 over 
1894 was $1,471,035.80, and silver increase 
$302,458.15, making together 31, 778,493.95. 
In 1894, it will be remembered, Califor- 
nia stepped back into second place as 
a gold-producing State, the output of 
the yellow metal in Colorado being a 
million or two dollars greater. The 
figures for last year’s mining results in 
Colorado are not yet at hand, but judg- 
ing from unofficial reports it may be 
doubted whether that State is still in 
the lead. 

The mining fever has struck Wheat- 
land, Wyo., and several discoveries are 
reported from the country surrounding 
the busy little town. 

A carload of ore from the Eclipse 
‘mine in the Bradshaw Mountains 
yielded $394.77 per ton. The ore weighed 
21,756 pounds, and, after paying all ex- 
penses, the owners received $4,294 

The El Oro Gold Mining Company 
at Phoenix has been organized with a 
capital of $1,250,000. The company owns 
several mines in Yavapai county, some 
of which are turning out ore which 
pays $100 to the ton. 

Near Dalaroff, on the island of Unga, 
in the Shumagin Archipelago, 1000 
miles southwest of Sitka, the Apollo 
Consolidated mine is — yielding at 
the rate of $300,000 a yea 

It is said that the Etta, at Cherry 
Creek, made a clean sweep of over 
$1650 for less than a four days’ run 
with ten stamps. This would give an 
average of about $9000 a month, or $108,- 
000 a year with ten stamps. 

The largest gold brick ever cast in 
the Black Hills was recently deposited 
in the bank at Deadwood. It weighed 
a trifle less than 125 pounds and was 
worth about $50,000. It was the result: 
of a fifteen days’ run from the Cyanide 
works. 

Since 1890 the gold in European banks 
has increased by $523,200,000. The gold 
| comes from the American monetary 
circulation and from the production of 
the gold mines. At the end of 1895 the 
Bank of France and the Imperial Bank 
of Russia held between them 3776, 600, 
000 in gold. 

The 1896 mine at Walnut Grove, 
near Phoenix, has been bought by @ 
Chicago syndicate for $75,000. The ore 
pays $40 to the ton. 

The great Anaconda copper mine of 
Butte, Mont., is said to consume about 
200,000 feet of timber per day. 

Alaska’s output of gold last year is 
estimated at $3,000,000; of this 3800. 
000 came from the Yukon placer mines. 

An appropriation has been made to 
run the mint at Carson City for an- 
other year. 

In 1892 Cripple Creek had a popula- 
tion of 1500 people. At the present 
time it is estimated that there are 
60,000 persons. Over 500 claims on which 
the owners failed to do full assessment 
work in 1895, having been jumped. It 
is estimated that this year’s output at 
Cripple Creek will reach 20,000,000 tons 
of ore. 

The Paramide Mining Company, com- 
posed of Los Angeles and Riverside 
county men, has secured what the pro- 
moters believe is a very rich tract of 
placer ground on the Lower California 
Peninsula, fifty miles south of the line. 
Hydraulic machinery to a value of $5000 
has been ordered, and active mining ig 
‘expected to begin within sixty days. 
Quite a lot of the company’s stock hag 
been sold in Riverside, Perris, Moreno, 
San Jacinto and the other towns down 
that way during the past three weeks. 

Day & French are pushing work in 
the drifts of the Golden Chariot mine 
near Perris at a depth of 300 feet. They 
have a fine breat of ore, similar in 
character to that in the Santa Rosa, 
but of greater richness. 

The hottest mines in the world are 
the Comstock.

General Review ot Market Condi- 
tions, Gathered from Talks .with

Today. sales 
are being made at 70 cents per barrel 
at the wells. During the last few days 
producers have even refused to enter 
into contracts for long periods at the 
latter price. Last Friday the Oil Ex- 
change sold 600 barrels aboard cars at 
87% cents per barrel, being 2½ cents 
per barrel increase over the exchange's 
quotation of advanced rates, agreed

Messrs. Martin and Burns informed

Mr. Martin 
Says that he has just advanced the price 
of his oil to a Pasadena consumer from 
95 cents to $1.05 per barrel, and that 
instead of a rupture in their business 
relations, the man readily acquiesced, 
and declared that oil was very cheap 
fuel even at this advance. Mr. Burns 
is ot the opinoin that consumers .can 
easily afford to pay even as high a price 
as $1.50 per barrel,. but does not think 
the time is quite ripe for such in- 
crease, and added that the stage had 
now been reached when a demand upon 
the district, for a ship’s cargo would:

Two of 
them chased and were chased by the 
bull-punchers in iively fashion, but the 
third gazed at the men in-an amiable 
way and positively refused to have a 
romp. The men flaunted before hin: in 
all the gorgeousness of their Mexican 
attire, but the steer only cast a mourn- 
ful glance at them, and blinked his 
eyes. Then one of the men roped him, 
tied a rope around the animal's body, 
loosened the riata and just as the steer 
got up, jumped on. Then the sur- 


was of mild temperament, it was able 
to cut up capers when it wanted to.

The rest of. the afternoon was occu- 
pied.by an exhibition of riding bucking 
horses, all but one of whom bucked 
vigorously, according to programme.

Strong Sermon on the Prominence. 


of Paul. 


Christ Sent to Answer the Desire 
of Nations. 


Ministerial Opinion of La Fiesta 
Great Need of Practical Sym- 
pathy - Odd Fellows Hold 
Service at the Epiphany. 


A sermon on “Christ’s Promotion of 
St. Paul Above St. Peter” was preached 


by the pastor of Unity Church, J. 8. 


Thomson, from the text: He is a 
chosen vessel unto me, to bear my 
name before the Gentiles, and kings, 
and the children of Israel’’—Acts ix, 15. 

The first history of the Christian 
Church is the Acts of the Apostles: Pe- 
ter is more or less prominent in eleven 
chapters of that. book,.but after the 
fifteenth chapter he disappears en- 
tirely. Paul is a conspicuous figure in 
twenty-one chapters, and, after the 
fifteenth chapter the rest of the hook 
is entirely devoted to him. Paul cccu- 
pies the largest place in the Acts, and 
Peter gradually fades away. This 
surely is significant. We have thirtech 
epistles of Paul, omitting Hebrews, the 
authorship of which is doubtful, but we 
have only two epistles of Peter. Paul’s 
epistles are masterpieces of literature, 


‘logic and eloquence. Peter's two epis- 


tles contain grand and spiritual utter- 
ances; but they lack the force, author- 
ity, insight and irresistible inspiration 
of Paul’s epistles. Paul in the epistles 
is greatly superior to Peter. 

The first and second chapters of Ga- 
lations prove beyond all quibbling that 
Paul did not recognize Peter’s primacy, 
and that he scorned Peter's cowardice. 
It is but just to Peter to say that he 
never claimed the authority which was 
thrust upon him centuries after his 
death. Paul received his commission 
directly from Christ, and not from Pe- 
ter, and he never called any apostle 
his master. The text and the a’ore- 
mentioned chapters of Galations show 
that Paul was the apostle of the Gen- 
tiles, and that Peter, James and John 
were the apostles of the Jews. 

Paul had fine qualifications for his 
mission. He had all the rights and 
privileges of Roman citizenship. He 
was born in Tarsus, celebrated for 
learning, literature and philosophy. He 
was a master in Greek literature. He 
Was a student under Gamaliel, and pro- 
ficient in the theology, philosophy, and 
traditions of the Jews. He was a lin- 
guist, mighty in faith, strong in con- 
viction, a leader of men, a fearless mis- 
sionary, and the most successful 
founder of churches. In the eleventh 
chapter of II Corinthians, he enumer- 
ated his works and sufferings, and 
claims that he did more for the gospel 
than all the other apostles. He made 
Christianity a world religion, and saved 
it from becoming a Jewish sect. 

Paul stands next to Christ. The Ro- 
man Catholic church made its great 
mistakes in not selecting the cosmopoli- 
tan Paul for its head. Peter is a grand 
patron saint, but he is insignificant 
when compared with the mighty Paul. 
Apostolic succession is the pretentious 
fiction of an arrogant sacerdotalism. 
Paul is the patron saint of Protestant- 
ism, and Peter is the head of Catholic- 
ism. England, the greatest Protestant 
nation, has its great cathedral in Lon- 
‘don’ dedicated to St.’ Paul, while Cath- 
olicism rejoices in its splendid cathe- 
dral in Rome. Christ, however, is the 
ay se and infallible head of His own 
church.

terest of all classes. Not all features 
can be commended. It would not be 
expected of the preacher to approve of 
the promiscuous ball. Still less can a 
thoughtful person deem our authori- 
ties wise in permitting the masking 
feature. The mask, whether in ball or 
revelry, puts a premium on license, 
tempts the innocent to unthought-of ex- 
tremes and tempts immoral tempters to 
do their worst. | 

But, most of all, do we want to plant 
an intervener at the point of the bull- 
fight and that a Sunday bull-fight. It 
is not merely a relic of the dark ages, it 
is one of the most cruel, brutal pastimes 
of barbarism. It has no place in a 
Christian civilization. I speak from ac- 
quaintance with the actuality in old 
Mexico, and I say that all decent peo- 
ple ought to rise up in determined pro- 
test agairist our authorities allowing or 
winking at this disgraceful, inhuman 
practice, If, as I believe, the masses of 
this city love decency, purity and so- 
briety, then let us be active to see that 
these things that mar our city’s fiesta 
are eliminated. They are only incidents 
which, lopped off, leave a al and 
worthy thought. It is right to advertise 
our city, to turn the eyes of the coun- 
try toward the things of beauty and ad- 
vantage in which we excel and in which 
we glory. And so the accompanying 
thought of diversion and enjoyment is 


legitimate. Occasional provision for res- 
pite and recreation is wholesome, if 


kept within bounds; we welcome and 
commend it. | 

While our minds are yet full of the 
sights and thoughts of this, in many 
respects, truly worthy celebration, we 
invite attention to another scene of dis- 
play; to the grandest of all sightseeing. 
We learn by contrast and comparison 
more readily than in any other way, and 
so we bring together this earthly and 
the heavenly display. If it seems like 
demeaning heaven to compare it with 
such a very material exhibition, we 
have only to answer that thousands 
from all directions were absorbed in 
the earthly entertainment. If it. was 
important enough to attract such 
throngs, then by reasoning from the less 
to the infinitely greater, we may realize 
how heaven ought to be advertised, and 
what myriads ought to be flocking 
toward the heavenly grounds. 

True we are fortunate above many 
in our surroundings. Paul said he was 
a citizen of no mean city. He felt a 
loyal pride in his native town of Tarsus. 
It is a praiseworthy trait to be a loyal 
citizen—to think and speak with at- 
tachment of one’s town. Patriotism is 
not stifled, but fostered, by a true 
Christianity. So we can spedk freely 
and with honest pride of our lovely 
city. It has its advantageous undu- 
lations; it is full of life and thrift; it is 
rich in foliage and in people who de- 
light in green lawns and blooming 
plants; it is full of well-paved -streets, 
neat cottages and attractive mansions; 
it is lighted gloriously .by day and 


beautiful by night; it captivated your ba

Some feel the country just the 
one to live and die in, and others find 
the sunny days, the balmy air and the 
scenes of beauty even too attractive

of the heavenly city. What are fruit- 
ful soll and well-paved streets com- 
pared with the streets of gold and every 
manner of fruit? A heathen girl who 
had been instructed by the missionaries 
was once looking out on the starlit 
night, when she exclaimed: ‘How beau- 
tiful will heaven look when we get 
there if the outside is so fair?“ The 
foundations are garnished with pre- 
cious stones, and each gate is a costly 
white pearl. Do we take all this liter- 
ally? No, but inspiration seems to ex- 
haust human language to set forth the 
peerless beauty of the outer approach, 
the mere shell of heaven. And God 
is a God of consistency. He would not 
put morocco binding and gilt edges on 
@ patent office report. No more would 
He adorn heaven's exterior beyond the 
measure of the interior worth and 
beauty. Walls and gates always fall 
far below the objects they protect. 
Where then do our plain houses and 
our dwarf cottages appear in contrast? 

The products and entertainments of 
those upper scenes were made to stand 
out. Here the past week was beauty 
and splendor.

EPIPHANY. 

Yesterday the Odd Fellows observed 
their seventy-fifth anniversary by at- 
tending divine worship at Epiphany 
Church, East Side lodge, No. 325; Mag- 
nolia Encampment, No. 86, and Eureka 
Rebekah lodge, No. 128 being present. 
The Rev. A. G. L. T D. D., 
preached. from First Epistle of St. 
Peter, II: 17, Honor all men, love the 
brotherhood.” He drew attention to 
the universality of Christianity, which 
is meant for every race of man, and 
fits all the characteristics of humanity 
All other religions are fitted only ‘for 
local tribes and conditions. They all 
result in local or partial.types of char- 
acter. Christianity alone can produce 
a whiversal or full rounded character, 
and is fitted equally to every race and 
to every degree of man, to the philo- 
sophic brain of Newton and Laplace, 
and to the simple conceptions of a gut- 
ter child. 
This contrast is true, not only when 
made between Christianity and heath- 
enism, but also between Christianity 
and the Jewish church. The Jewish 
church was for one chosen people in 
one Holy Land. The Christian church 
is for all. Hence came the name that 
was early given to it. It is the Catho- 
lic Church —the church for all, because 
it bears the seeds of all truths to be 
given to all men, in all lands, through 
all ages. Pity that so many consent 


ng ignorantly to misapply the honorable 


name to the Roman church, which has 

departed in many things from the an- 
cient ‘Catholic order and has added to 
the primitive Catholic faith! 

What then is the basis for this uni- 
versality of the Christian religion? The 
stupendous fact of the incarnation of 
God. God, the Son, took our nature. 
He did not cease to be perfect God, 
but He added a pure human nature 
to His divine attributes. Thus our 
Lord possesses two natures, the nature 
of God and that of man; and these 
two natures are united in His one Di- 
vine Person for all eternity. His words 
and actions, during His earthly life, 
were the words and actions of God 
under human conditions. And the.in- 
carnation lasts on. The human nature 
born of Mary is now at the right hand 
of the Father in Heaven. 

From this there follows many grand 
results. Now we take up only the one 
enjoined in the words, Honor all 
men.” We cannot dishonor main with- 
out casting dishonor on God, who has 
made Himself man. The social out- 
cast, the Chinaman amd the Indian are 
brothers of Christ. Their mere man- 
hood is their honor, if Christ valued 
it so highly that He took it into His 
own being. In the light of the in- 
carnation we see that wherever there 
is a man there is something to honor. 

Let us honor ourselves. Let us see 
ourselves in the high place where God 
has set us, and then take pains to live 
up to it. Let us see that our highest 
nature is our truest self. Let us also 
honor all other men. Even the drunken 
tramp and the street prostitute share 
that nature which Christ. has made 
His own; and he yo rope there lies 
the pledge of their vation. 

But the apostle adds a higher thing: 
“Love the brotherhood.” The whole 
grand circle of mankind is to be hon- 
ored. Within these a smaller circle is 
to receive our special love. Who are 
they? They are the members of that 
sacramental brotherhood bound 
Christ and to each other by oneness 
with Christ’s spiritual nature. The 
incarnation gave our mature to Christ. 
Christ, through His sacraments, re- 
ceived with penitence and faith, im- 
parts His nature to us. In the incar- 
nation God came down to man. By 
membership in His body, the church, 
Christ seeks to lift up man to God.

Life is Mterally a huge masquerade. 

As the great poet says: 

“All the world’s a stage; 

And all the men and women merely 
players.“ 
“Great is paint,“ cried old Thomas 

Carlyle, and it is great; paint is busi- 

ness, in poltics, in society; the cover- 

ing up of deformities, and the hiding of 
ugly defects, by the thin veneer of 

hypocritical pretense. 3 
Of course absolute transparency as 

to motive and character is not either 

possible or desirable. Life could 
scarcely go on if you exposed every- 
thing to the world. And yet, after 
making due allowance for all necessary 
reserve and concealment, it still re- 
mains true that one of our greatest 
moral dangers today is that of assum- 
ing to be what we are not. Church 
people are exposed to this danger per- 
haps more than any other class. It 
was among the saintliest of the old 

Jewish churchmen that the Master said 
there were whited sepulchers, wolves 

in sheep’s clothing and actors wearing 

masks, this last being the literal mean- 
ing of hypocrites. 3 ; 

The apostle Paul spoke of those in 
the Christian church who had the form 
of godliness and denied its power, which 
led a man as wise and balanced as Dr. 
Alexander Maclaren to state that. 
“Christendom today is largely a mass. 
of pagans masquerading as Christians.” 

In the further treatment of the sub- 
ject the speaker argued that character 
would be unmasked by God's omnis- 
cience; by God’s word; by life’s every- 
day experience and by genuine, heart- 
felt penitence. The great central 
thought of the sermon was ‘the need of 
sincerity in business, society, theology, 
religion and everywhere else.

The address at the 3 o’clock meeting 
was delivered by Rev. E. H. Brooks, 
who took as his theme, The Desire of 
all Nations,” basing his remarks upon 
@ part of the seventh verse of the sec- 
ond chapter of Haggai, “The desire of 
all nations shall come.“ It is well some- 
times, to go beyond our lives and look 
at the drift of the ages, and obtain as- 
Surances helpful to us in our future 
lives. Something that has helped me 
may help you. The desire of all na- 
titons shall come.“ The statement was 
made 600 years before Christ, to the 
Jewish people who suffered much at 
the hands of their enemies. They had 
passed through many tribulations, but 
now they were hopeful. They were led 
to believe in a great national deliverer 
who would help establish a kingdom of 
matchless splendor. There grew up a 
twofold. view as to the character of-the 
kingdom, For the most part the peo- 
ple believed in an earthly prince, and 
thought of it as a temporal kingdom. 
A few looked for a spiritual kingdom, 
just as some believe now. 

It is remarkable that Christ should 
come satisfying the hopes of those who 
looked for His spiritual coming. His 
resurrection and the influence for good 
emanating from His life constitute a 
revelation to the world of a Savior and 
Redeemer. This revelation came in 
harmony with human life and progress; 
came by a human personality repre- 
senting Deity. The mysteries of all 
creations find a solution in this won- 
derful Savior. God is here pervading 
every part of nature; energizing and 
manifesting Himself through all. Here 
is man erect, thoughtful and religious. 
In all ages groping in blindness, but, 
after all, striving after infinity, mani- 
festing a deep yearning after that being 
by whom and for whom he was cre- 
ated. Art expenses the Infinite One in 


picturing the true and beautiful. The 


poetry of Homer shows how ardently 
man was seeking after God, “in whom 
we live and move and have our being.” 
In Jesus the infinite comes to the finite 
and the finite to God. Here is one 
great mediator between God and man. 

Some one says Jesus Christ is man’s 


dream realized. He is God's great an- 


swer to the deepest craving of human- 
ity. Augustine says the soul of man

Christianity is not foreign to the needs 
and nature of the human. It is marvel- 
ously adjusted te every need of the hu- 
man heart, and herein is found a great 
source of its strength. A second means 
of such worthiness of their calling is 
found in the work of faith which the 
were expected to perform, such a wor 
as is essential to the true prosper of 
the cause of Christ on earth. Upon

COUNCIL FORECAST. 


Business That Will Come Before the 
: Council Today. 


City taxes become delinquent today 
at 5 o’clock, unless the Council takes 
favorable action on the petition of va- 
rious citizens for a thirty days’ exten, 
sion of time. The petition came in 
last Monday and was referred to the 
Finance Committee. The committee 
did not meet Saturday, as usual, and 
hence has not prepared any report on 
the petition. A majority of the Coun- 
cilmen oppose any extension of time, 
but in view of the fact that business 
of every sort has been greatly inter- 
fered with during the past week by 
reason of the fiesta events, it may be 
deemed advisable by the Council to 
grant the extension asked for, or at 
least postpone the time fifteen days, 
when taxes will become delinquent. 

The Wilshire -electric-railway fran- 
ahise wih bea up for discussion in the 
Council during today’s session. A num- 
ber of property-owners on Leke avenue 
between Eighth and Ninth streets, who 
with others have appeared before the 
Board of Public Works, protesting 
against the franchise being offered for 
sale, will today present a petition which 
was circulated by them yesterday, and 
to which a large number of signatures 
were obtained, protesting against the 
adoption of the Board of Public Works’ 
report, which recommends that the 
franchise, be advertised for sale. 


This petition or protest is prepared 


by the Lake-street property-owners, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth streets. They 


object to the railway on that street, al- 
leging that no necessity exists for it 


there, as any communication desired 


street can ‘be made without using 
either Lake street or Seventh street. 
The petition will also explain the dis- 
advantages incident to allowing the 
Wilshires. control of every street im- 
mediately surrounding Westlake Park.

VISITING A WARSHIP. 


JONATHAN CLUB ENTERTAINED ON 
BOARD THE PHILADELPHIA. 


Last of a Pleasant Interchange of 
Courtesies—Naval Officers En- 
joyed the Clubmen’s Hospitality 
During Fiesta—Presentation ofa 
Beautiful Banner to the Vessel. 


The pleasant interchange of courte- 
sies which has -made fiesta week one 
long to be remembered by the officers 
of the U.S.S. Philadelphia d the 
members of the Jonathan Clu culmi- ° 
nated yesterday in a visit paid to the 
gallant. vessel by the Jonathans and 
their women friends, an expedition 


‘which was delightful from beginning 


to end. 
When the great warship steamed ‘up 
to San Pedro and cast anchor a week 
ago, the commissioned officers came 
up to Los Angeles in force. They | 
were tendered the hospitality of the 
Jonathan Club and a number of them 
were domiciled there throughout the 
week. As a token of their apprecia- 
tion, the naval officers halted the ma- 
rines in front of the Jonathan Club 
rooms Wednesday afternoon during the 
progress of the parade, that the battal- 
ion might drill with matchless preci- 
sion and discipline, in sight of the club 
members. That evening Admiral 
Beardslee and Capt. Cotton, with a 
number of officers and members of the 
club, were chatting together, when the 
admiral chanced to speak of the com- 
paratively small number of people who 
had visited the ship. George L. Alex- 
ander, the president of the Jonathan 
Cluh., assured the admiral that if he 
would hold his ship at San Pedro till 


‘Sunday, a crowd of visitors would be 


certain, and moreover, the Jonathans 
would pay the ship a visit. Admiral 
Beardslee at once directed Capt. Cotton 
to hold the ship till Sunday. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning a 
merry party of Jonathans, with an ac- 
companiment of daintily-gowned fem- 
ininity, set forth to visit the flagship. 
On reaching San Pedro they boarded a 
tug, the Warrior, and steamed over the 
quiet waters of the harbor out upon 
the tossing sea, three miles from land, 
where the Philadelphia lay at anchor. 
It was a party of seventy-five that 
stepped aboard the vessel. 

The visitors were received with the 
utmost cordiality. The whole of the 
rear of the ship was set aside as 
their domain. Capt. Cotton ordered 
the call to quarters, and out flocked 
the crew of the vessel and the ma- 
rines, clad in their picturesque naval 
garb, Then President Alexander, Col. 
W. H. Chamberlain and J. A. Bushnell 
stepped forward from the throng of 
clubmen and their ladies, whom Maj. 
M. T. Owens had marshaled just for- 
ward of the quarter-deck. Mr. Bush- 
nell bore a magnificent silken banner, 
destined to be treasured among the 
possessions of the Philadelphia, as a 
momento of the Jonathan Club and 
the fiesta of 96. The banner was in 
red, green and yellow. Two broad di- 
agonal stripes ran across it, one bear- 
ing the words, ‘‘La Fiesta de Los An- 
gelem@, 1896,” the other, The Jonathan 
Club.” On the standard was a silver 
plate, on which was elegantly engraved 
an appropriate inscription. 

Col. Chamberlain made an excellent 
speech, telling of the pleasure it had 
given the people of Los Angeles to 
have the gallant sea-soldiers in their 
midst during La Fiesta, and to watch 
them as they marched through the 
streets in Wednesday’s parade, the 
first time in the history of the city 
there had been such an adjunct to a 
public celebration. 

Capt. Cotton made reply in an elo- 
quent address. He declared the pre- 
sentation of this beautiful banner was 
an event not only in the history of the 
Philadelphia, but in the history of the 
United States Navy, for probably 
never before had a United States ship 
enjoyed the distinction of receiving 
such a banner as a mark of appreci- 
ation of its part in a public festival. 
Lieut.-Com. Ingersoll spoke a few well- 
chosen words on behalf of the Phila- 
delphia battalion, then four stalwart 
marines stepped forward and bore 
away the banner, to be placed among 
the treasured possessions of the ves- 
sel and to be carried in parade on 
such occasions as La Fiesta in future. 
The remainder of the afternoon was 
passed in partaking of refreshments on 
the poop-deck, the making of toasts, 
and the inspection of the vessel, the 
visitors being escorted from end to end.
